[General Weed Control: To control most weeds for an extended period of time on non-cropland
areas, including parking lots, fence rows, loading ramps, railroad sidings, storage yards, around
buildings and industrial plant sites, apply 1 can per 65 sq. ft.
To control annual weeds and grasses including foxtail, ryegrass, wild oats, crabgrass, cheatgrass,
broomsedge, ragweed, lambsquarter and turkey mullein, apply 1 can per 65-128 sq. ft. For other
hard-to-kill perennial weeds and grasses, such as Johnsongrass, saltgrass, bouncing bet, bracken
fern and horsetail, apply 1 can per 65 sq. ft.]
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Remove protective cap. Invert can and point opening in spray tip towards weeds to be
sprayed.
